The

w ater and light 
plant 
like every institution that uses coal 
has felt the effects o f the famine, but 
there is no immediate danger of the 
city having to 
go into the open m ar­ 
ket to secure 
its coal supply. Ac-^ 
cording 
to 
Superintendent 
Mahin, 
the city has a supply on hands s u f­ 
ficient to last thirty days and in the 
meantime is receiving on an average 
of about two c a r loads a week. 
The outlook U f a r 
from 
bright 
despite the amount of eoal on hands 
and the shipments 
being 
received. 
Two m onths ago the superintendent 
foresaw a coal famine and attem p t­ 
ed to stock up. 
F o r a time he suc­ 
ceeded in getting one o r two extra 
c a rs a week 
but 
th e s e shipments 
gradually fell off and the best 
lie 
could do was to get a 30-day sup­ 
ply ahead. 
The city is making money rapidly 
on its coal. 
U nder the contract the 
city gets the. 
coal 
laid down 
in 
Rushville at $1.70 a ton. 
The re ­ 
tail price of coal today in Rushville 
was $7 a ton and there was only a 
limited supply. The city get* its coal 
from the Indian 
( ’reek 
Coal 
and 
Mining Com pany of Linton, Indiana. 
Only recently this company made 
the city sign an additional agreement 
not to sell op dipose in any way to 
outsiders any 
of 
the 
coal being 
shipped here. 
This was done as a 
protection to the company. 
In 
the 
face of a famine the city could not 
afford to dispose of any of its coal 
in this m anner and the superintend­ 
ent readily signed the agreement. 
A Connersville firm offered 
the 
city double the amount it is paying 
for coal fop the surplus but the o f­ 
fer was refused. 
The 
Cbnnersville 
firm even offered to buy the coal that 
fell from the e a rs on the ground.

In most cases, 
it is said, such companies are not or­ 
ganized with any intention of help­ 
ing out the farm ers; therefore the 
anti-promotion expenses regulation.

Tale of a Bottle of Ink, a Quick Witted 
Friend and dome Sait. 
While stopping at a new and expen­ 
sively furnished hotel a guest spilled 
a bottle of ink on a costly velvet rug. 
light blue aud piuk in color. 
A friend 
who was calling on her at the time 
quieted her fears by assuring her that 
she would fix it so that not the slight­ 
est stain would be left. 
First she had a quart of tine table 
salt sent up at ouce. 
Sifting the salt 
through her fingers, she covered the 
ink spot entirely. To all ai»pearanees 
there was nothing but a pile of fine 
table salt on the rug. 
Over this she placed a heavy chair, 
cautioning the guest not to disturb it 
nor to allow the maid to do so. After 
promising to return the next afternoon 
to finish the job she went cheerfully 
about her own affairs. 
True to her word, ahe made her ap­ 
pearance the following afternoon and, 
calling for a dustpan and whisk broom, 
removed the salt. There was not the 
slightest stahi of Ink on the rug. The 
salt, having carefully sifted on the 
spot, had slipped Into the pile aud ab­ 
sorbed all the ink. Of course the salt, 
except a thin layer on the outside of 
the pile, was as black as Ink could 
make it. 
This method of preventing Ink stains 
b* as effective as It is simple. The se­ 
cret of success lies In acting promptly, 
hAving fine salt, sifting it on the spot 
so slowly and gently that it slips into 
the goods and allowing It to remain 
undisturbed until it is bene dry.

treme sensitiveness to all forms of 
sound, and more 
especially musical 
sounds. 
When a very little fellow 
he used to clamber on a piano and 
engage in the untutored attempt to 
develop tone.

sit at a piano striking the keys, lis­ 
tening to the vibration and altering 
the touch, until he got 
the 
precise 
measure of tonal beauty 
that 
hirf 
childish judgement exacted. 
From earliest time his 
sense 
of 
pitch was unnstial and 
he 
could 
name any note or explain the consti­ 
tuent parts Of any 
chord 
struck 
without looking at the piano. 


It was this constant search for 
beauty of tone that led him 
to 
de­ 
velop the use of the pedals which, in 
a way, is his greaest contribution to 
pianists of today and of the future. 
Paderewski mixes the colors of his 
tone with as delicate skill as a pain­ 
ter blends the colors on 
a 
canvas. 
Since Paderewski led the way the 
technique of the pedals is as impor­ 
tant as the technique of 
the 
key­ 
board. iWhat Liszt did for the latter 
Paderewski has done for 
the 
for­ 
mer. 
And yet none has 
come 
to 
equal the 
discoverer. 
Paderewski’s 
singing tone is today as it was twen­ 
ty-five years ago, the 
marvel

the despair of all the pianists. 
His 
range of color is wider than that of 
any other pianist.

"The city gets its coal, 
from the Indian Creek 
Coal 
and 


Mining Company of Linton, Indiana.

SAVING THE RUG. 


Tala of a Bottle of Ink, a Quick Witted 


Friend and Some Salt. 


While stopping at a new and expen- 


sively furnished hotel a guest spilled 
a bottle ot liik on a costly velvet rug 
light blue and pink in color. A. frieud 
who was calling on her at the time 
quieted her fears by assuring her that 
she would fli It so that not the slight- 
est stain would be left 


First she had a quart of Bne table 


salt sent up at ouce. Sifting <he..salt 
through her fingers', she covered the 
ink spot entirely. To all appearances 
there was nothing hut a pile of fine 
t'ahle salt on the rug. 


Over this stie placed a heavy chair, 


cautioning the guest not to disturb it 
nor to allow the mold to do so. After 
promising to return the next afternoon 
to finish the job she went cheerfully 
about her own affairs. 


True to her word, she made her ap- 


pearance the following afternoon and. 
calling for a dustpan and whisU broom, 
removed the salt. There was not the 
slightest stain of Ink on tlie rug. The 
salt, having carefully sifted on the 
spot, had sllpned Into the pile and ab- 
sorbed all the Ink. Of course the salt. 
except 8 thin layer on the outside ot 
the pile, was as blaclc as Ink could 
make it. 


This method of preventing ink stains
